THE NEW ORDINANCE AND THE 
«_ HOCSING QUESTION.

(Daily Press, 17th July.) 

Hongkong is at present confronted with 
the most scrious question which can face ; 
any large und rapidly growing community, 
that of the housing accommodation of its 
workers and their families. We publish 
to-day a translation of a leading article 
which appeared yesterday morning in the 
Chung Ngoi San Po and. which has already 
attracted a great deal of attention among 
our Chinese fellow-residents. The article 
speaks for itself. It is a powerful appeal 
on behalf of the almost iunumerable Chinese 
families on vhom the provisions of the new 
Ordinance wust mele ex'remely heavily. 
If any confirmation ‘of the principal state- 
meuts made therein be required we necd 
only refer to’ that memorandum of Dr. 
Pearse, Acting Medical Officer of Health, 
which was published ou the 3rd instant. 
The case is there put more dispassionately 
than in our Chines: contemporary’s article, 
but its strength can none the more be 
disregarded. If auy one fact stands out 
clearry after a perusal of these two 
decuments, it is that no mere abolition 
of cubicles will solve the question how to 
secure increased health and sanitation in 
this Colony, Now we have always warmly 
advocated all rasonable measures directed 
against. overcrowding among our working 
classes, and particularly agaiust that over- 
crowding which ‘flourishes in windowless 
cubicles. Frou this kind of overcrowding 
we are convinced comes the virulence and 
regularity of our plague epidemics. Any- 
one doubting this should -refresh his 
memory by reading avain Dr. F. W. Crarg’s 
Medical Report for 1902, where the relation 
hetween sugface-crowdiny and ‘plague is 
fully di-cussed. It is hardly necessary to 
refer to Bombay aud other Indian cities for 
confirmation of the views expressed. While 
we have our Chinese population huddled 


have to fight a hopeless battle against 
plague, the worst enemy -of the Colony’s 
prosperity. 

What then is the situation? We have, 
on the one hand, a teeming population of 


Chinese cooped up in insdnitary buildings, | 


without sufficient light or air, and by their.

of Hongkong, as well as vitally damaging 
the Colony’s commerce. We have, on the

‘and possibly the driving out of their families. 


We do not know that there exist in 
Hongkong sufficient available homes for 
the population which must bo displaced 
in the attempt to give enough living 
room and light to the poorer part of the 
community. On the 27th November last 
H.E. the Governor, in the concluding 
speech of an extremely interesting debate - 
on the second reading of the Public 
Health «und Building Bill, said:—<A 
“very large question that has been 
“brought forward is the question of what 
“ig to be done with the die number of 
‘people who must be displaced by the 
“ operation of-the Ordinance. I quiteagree 
“with that. But then, on the other’hand, 
“the Ordivance is not going to act at a 
‘“‘moment’s notice. Action must necessaril 
“be slow, and the broad question will 
“present itself to us whether it is better 
“that we should suddenly undertake a 
“large measure of -socialist legislation by 
‘the Government entering with the public 
“money into competition with those whose 
‘business it is to build and supply houses 
“for the accommodation of the people, or 
“whether we should leave that to the 
“ordinary operation of commercial prin- 
“ciples; and -my own view is that 
“it is better to leave it to the ordinary 
“ operation, especially here in Hongkong, 
“where there are socicties and indivi- 
“duals who have moncy and are quite 
“ready to supply it when they find .that 
“the public require it.” Now, however 
slow the working of the Ordinauce, it has 
already begun to touch the needy Chinese, 
and must do soincreasingly. In the mean- - 
time, do we find that Sir Henry Buaxe’s 
confidence in the “ordinary operations,” 
quoted above, justified? Are there spring- 
ing up a sufficient number of new houses 
ready for occupation by the people on the 
point of being displaced from their present 
unhealthy surroundings? The new tram- 
ways are progressitg rapidly; are the 
suburbs arising at their further ends? His 
Excellency, it seems to us, made an unfair 
use of the odium uttaching to the word - 
“socialist” inconservative minds when, inthe 
speech we have quotéd he spoke of “ under- 
taking a large measure of socialist, legisla- 
tion by the Government entering with the 
public money into competition” with the 
owners aud builders. We may well ask 
the question, whether is it more worthy 
of the Government to pour out vast sums 
of money yearly in the fight against plague, 
or to run the risk (if such exists) of being 
called “socialist” by providing a certain 
number of model dwellings for the dis- 
placed workers and their -families. There 
is little essential difftrence, after all, be- 
providing segregation-blocks for

Public 
Priuting, Manila, may be found some re- 
marks on the relatious ‘between the obser- 
vatories of Hongkong aud Manila which 


seem to call for attention. The report 
gives a history of the beginnings of the 
Philippine Meteorological Service, its deve- 
lopment, and its establishment of ‘relations 
with the other serviecs in ths Far East. 
It goes on to deal particularly with the 
attitude of Hongkong Observatory and 
makes some curious reflections on the 
conduct of Mr. W. Dorercx, Director 
of our local institution, Referring to 
Mr. Dosercx's memorial addressed to 
the Colonial Secretary here in 1883 
concerning the ports ang lighthouse stations 
along the China coast and the aeigh- 
bouring islands, the Manila report says :— 
“Qn reading the whole memorial one can 
“hardly resist the impression that Mr. 
‘“DoBERCK attributes too much importance 
“to himself in meteorological matters. 
‘ Later on, he published some meteorslogical 
“instructions which were to be followed by 
“all the observers of the Chint const, and 
“it caused the Rev. P. M. Decuevreys, 
“SJ., director of the Observatory of 
* Sicawei, no little amusement, when Mr, 
““W, DoBerck wished to make him conform 
“to them, just as though that centre 
“depended by some natural right on the 
“said gentléman.” In November, 1883, 
Mr: DoBerck. was appointed Director of 
the Hongkong Observatory ; and the Manila 
report complains of the “animosity which 
he clearly showed on various occasions later 
on” against the directors of the Manila and 
Sicawei meteorological centres. “ Daily 
“obgervations and storm-warnings were 
“exehanged fronr the very beginning be- 


“tween the obscryatorics of Manila. aud 
“Hongkong. But, for some inexplicable 
“reason, Mr. Doperck on repeated oe- 


“casions kept back our telegrams without 
‘using them or giving them out to the 
“nublic, even at times to the detriment of 
“navigation. This gave rise to complaints 
“on many sides from those interested, with 
“the result that in future the warnings 
“ were sent simultaneously to Mr. Doperck 
‘aud to the Spanish Consul, the latter 
* official sending’ them immediately to the 
“local press for publication. Nevertheless, 
“Mr. Dopercx’s letters to Fr. FaurA were 
“written in friendly terms up to 1887, at 
‘‘which time he spoke openly against tha 
“Manila Observatory on the occasion of 
“the warnings seat out by it concerning

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‘the typhoon of September 19 and 11 of 
“the anme year, From that time on, rela- 
“ tious were less friendly, until the year 1898, 
“ when they were completely broken.” From 
a consideration of the corespondence which 
commenced with a letter addressed to us by a 
writer signing himself “ Muster Mariner” 
in April, 1902, and proceeded afterwards 
between the local Chamber of Commerce, the 
Hongkong Goverument, various Hongkong 
firms, Sicawei Observatory, a number of 
captains of steamers running to this port, 
etc. {vide report of the Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce for 1902 , it is im- 
possible to resist the conclusion that the 
Hongkong Observatory is also out of sym- 
pathy with that of Sicawei, and this is, as the 
Secretary of the Chamber says in a letter of 
the 24th September last, more or less n. 
reproach to this Colony, It was objected on 
behalf of the Obs-rvatory that, “ like 
every other scientific institution of the kind,” 
it declined to accept the responsibility of 
using the forecasts of other institutions 
[Colonial Secretary's letter of the 10th 
September to the Chamber of Commerce]. 


| But the report of the Sub-committee of the 


Chamber re Storm Warnings effectually dis- 
posed of this objection by. suggesting that, 
when offered, weather forcezasts should be 
received from other observatories and 
published as such; all such information 
would be welcomed by shipmasters and 
there would not be any necessity for the. 
local Observatory to accept any respon- 


sibility in respect to the correctness of the 


forecast. We must confess to being unable 
to understand the policy of the Hongkong 
Observatory, as initiated and still continued - 
by Mr. Dosercx. Mariners travelling 

between this and neighbouring ports nre 

dissatisfied with the meteorological ‘in- 

formation given .out here; and the 

two most prominent observatories in the 

neighbourhood complain of the lack of 
courtesy shown them by Ifongkong. 

There mav be some explanation ftorth- 

coming. But we cannot find one in the 

long correspondence now for the first time 

collected tog :ther in the appendices to the 

rep:rt of our Chamber of Commaree. 

Nothing apparently has been gained by the 

uttitude of the local Director of the Obser- | 
vatory, while Hongkong, in one particular 

direction, is suffering from bad reputation 

on the ground both of efficiency aud of 

manners. 


ARMS-SMUGGLING INTO CHINA. 
(Daily Press, 16th July.) 
Accusations have been rife of late among 
certain of the Powers of connivance at tha 
smuggling of arms iuto China. ‘The im- 
portation of arms into that Empire has bsen 
totally forbidden, as is well known, since 
the everts of 190). But itis equally well 
known that illicit pun-running has 
flourished exczedingly ever siccs the probibi- 
tion. The forbiddance of the importation 
of fire-arms naturally puts a very heavy 
premium on such weapons, and it has 
always ban “found that waserupulous 
traders are willing to take the utmost -risks 
for’ the sake of the larger protit to ba 
gained. In most of Britain's recent wars 
it has Leen found that European firins 
(possibly even British firms, it has been 
suspected) have done a lucrative business in 
the importation of munitions of war to the 
enemy's country. The Americans in the 
Philippines had a similar experience. Iu 
China, since the Powers agreed - not. to 
permit any more firearms to,be imported, 
it is a matter of common knowledge that 
vast quantities of the forbidden merchandise.

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We have received for publication a long letter 
from the Rev. C. A. Goff to the Hon. Gershom 
Stewart, hon. sev. Kwangsi Famine Fand. 
We give the bulk of this below :-— 

Nanning, 29th June. 

Dear Mr. Stewart,—In company with Rev. 
Norman Mackenzie 1 left Kwai Un on June 
9th en route. for Nannirg. Wo sailed on 
a house boat-belorging to the French C.nsul 


of Lungchau, kindly lent to us for the 
purpose. The rice amounting to 244,06% 
caities was carrie:! in seyen cargo-boats. It 


had been our expectation before coming to 
Kwai Un to load rice in 10,000-catty boarts, 
but the necessary number of vessels for this 
purpose was not available. I may also thit the 
special trackers, promised (I uoderstood) tu Mr. 
Clementi, were not providel at any point 
througlront the whole route, neither had Mr. 
Fletcher heard anything of this matter. The 
Magistrate sent twenty soldiers to escort us to 
Wangehau and they were distributed among 
the seven rice-boats, A start was made at 2.49 
p.m. on the 9th Juno. 
resulling in the loss of considerable time delayed 
us dt various points on the way. 

We reached Waugchau on Wednesday, June 
17th, at 6.0 a.m.and . santour cirds 
to the Yamen, but learnt thatthe magistrate 
had already left for Nam Heung. The Kwai 
Un magistrate’s soldiers wero left here, 
according to understanding, and we proceeded 
without escort but not minus peace of mind. 

We arrived at Nim Heung on Thursday, 


June 18th, at noon. Fvur soldiers presented was not quite ready. They requested 10,000 ©

The Club members the loss 
of whose property resulted in the present 
proceedings are Messrs.- Thiel, Finke, Blas- 
son, and Thomson, and the articles stolen 
consisted of gold sleeve-links, gold studs, a 
nickel watch, a gold chain, snd a diamond 
ring. Tbe most of them were traced to a 
pawashop, the proprietor of which was taken

HOW THE DRUG Is PREPARED. 

Iu Hongkong there are some 220 public 
opinm-divans —90 of the first class and 130 of 
the second—where at all times the opiam- 
*m ker can be seen su sking splace through the 
stem of his long pipe charged with poppy juice. 
It mast not be snpposed, however, that the 
amoking cf opium is contined to these places, 
for there is hardly a hong in the city bat has its 
opium-smokiog couch upon which callers and 
customers are invited to recline and enjoy a pipe: 
while in private life also the opium habit is 
indalged in. But. it is in the divans that one 
gets to close touch with the thing. In 
the No. I divans one finds Chiaes of the better 
class. They miy bay their opiam there and 
smoke it; or they may take with them their 
own drag, in which case the dross left in the 
pipe after smoking becomes the property of 
the divan-keeper and the smoker gats the ase of 
the pip» in return for tha dross In the 
secoud-class divans one finds the Aubitucs to be 
from the lower strata of the Chinese community ; 
here prepared opium is little used, the smokers 
using instead the cheap dross which is left after 
the first smoking of the drug by their wealthier 
co intrymen. i “4 : 

Most of the crude opium brought into the 
Colony comes from Iudia. and the monopoly is 
vested in the Opium Farm, to which it is 
periodically farmed out by the Government. 
Most people who know the East are aware 
of the method by which the juice is gathered 
from the poppy: how tho seel-bilb of the 
flower is inc:sed and the juice flows out as a 
milky liquid, concrates in a brownish mags, and 
is scraped off the balb and collected:into lumps 
sach as are found ia the market. But compara- 
tively little is known of the process through 
which the opium afterwards goes before it is 
ready for smoking. Yet ia Macao and ia 
Wanchai are large opium-preparing establish- 
ments where work goe3 on uncrasingly from 
year's end to year'send. A visit to the Wan- 
chai factory of the Opium Farm is fall of in. 
terest to the uniti ted. 

In the first place the inspissated ju‘ce obtained 
from the bulb of the Poppy flower is enclosed in 
a shell consisting of the leaves of the flower and 
plant and rolled in the shape of a ball weighing 
about 4ibs. This is the sha.e in whick the 
crade opinm reaches the factory for preparation 
into the article beloved of the smoker. ‘the 
shell in which the opium is wrapped is divided 
into three layers; the first or outeide layer be ng 
dry and of no use is thrown away, though some 
of the poorer o'asses chew it with their betel. 
The second layer, which is impr. gnated toa cor- 
tain extent with opium, is stewed along with 
the innermost layer, from which is first sorap2d 
carefully all the palp attached toit. The water 
resulting from this stewing proce:s is of a brown 
colour, contains a small percentage of the drag 
aod is used for boiling the pulp in. ; 

As regards the boiling of the pulp, this is 
done in a brass pan over a charcoal fire —all pans 
used in the preparation of opium must ba of 
brass. and all fires of charcoal. The opium | 
water having been first thickened a little, the 
boiling goes on for about two hous, and, ‘as 
it proceeds, the scum of the boiling liquid, 
containing all the impurities, is skimmed. off 
with wooden spoons or pieces of wood made in 
the shape of a long-handled bat and. thrown 
away. After being boiled the opium thickens. 
to about the consistency of. putty, and it! is 
then removed to smaller pans and kneaded. with - 
wooden scrapers for about an hour and-s tialf.

than fligs, wero better understocd by landsmen, 
and the adoption of the code from the 37 
special distance signals of the Commercial Code 
made it equally understood by the seafaring 
community. and that it was pointed out tha 
siguals could ba inczeased, if found nbdcessary, 
by further combinations of the three symbols 
amployed or by simil r signals displaved from 
the yard-ar.n, it seems to the Committee that 
under the latter sugge:tiou 117 separate signals 
could be mad:, or more than those employe! 
in the recently extended code at Shirghai, a 
copy of which is enc'osed. 

In supporting the adoption of a symbol code 
it may be mentioned that great weight was 
fiven to the argument brought forth in your
